The present estimated margin 
between public receipts and ex- 
penditures for this fiscal year is 
very small. Perhaps the most 
important work that “4 session 
of the Congress can do is to con- 
tinue a policy of economy and 
further reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment, in order that we may 
have a reduction of taxes for the 
next fiscal year. Nothing is 
more likely to produce that pub- 
lic confidence which is the fore- 
runner and the mainstay of 
prosperity, encourage and en- 
large business opportunity with 
ample opportunity for employ- 
ment at good wages, provide a 
larger market for agricultural 
products, and put our country in 
a stronger position to be able to 
meet the world competition in 
trade, than a continuing policy 
of economy. Ofcourse necessary 
costs must be met, proper func- 
tions of the Government  per- 
formed, and constant investments 
for capital account and repro- 
ductive effort must be carried 
on by our various departments. 
But the people must know that 
their Government is placing up- 
on them no unnecessary burden. 


Sentiment Strongly Favors 


Tax Reform. 


Everyone desires a reduction 
of taxes, and there is a great 
preponderance of sentiment in 
favor of taxation reform. When 
I approved the present tax law, 
I stated publicly that I did eo in 
spite of certain provisions which 
I belleved@ unwise and harmful. 
One of the most glaring of these 
was the making public of the 
amounts assessed against differ- 
ent income-tax payers. Al- 
though that damage has now 
been done, I believe its continua- 
tion to be detrimental to the 
public welfare and bound to de- 
crease public revenues, so that it 
ought to be repealed 

Anybody reduce taxes, 
but it is not so easy to stand in 
the gap and resist the passage of 
increasing appropriation § -bills 
which would make tax reduc- 
tion impossible. It will be very 
easy to measure the strength of 
the attachment to reduced taxa- 
tion by the power with which in- 
creased appropriations are re- 
sisted. If at the close of the 
present session the Congress has 
kept within the budget which |! 
propose to present, it will then 
be possible to have a moderate 
amount of tax reduction and al! 
the tax reform that the Congress 
may wish for dur ing the next 
fiscal year. The country is now 
feeling the direct stimulus which 
came from the passage of the 
last revenue bill, and under the 
assurance of a reasonable sys- 
tem of taxation there is every 
prospect of an era of prosperity 
of unprecedented proportions. 
But it would be !dle to expect 
any such results unless business 
can continue free from excess 
profit taxation and be accorded 
a system of surtaxes at rates 
which have for their object not 
the punishment of success or the 
discouragement of business. but 
the production of the greatest 
amount of revenue from large 
incomes. I am convinced that the 
larger incomes of the country 
would actuaily yield more rve- 
nue to the Government 7 the 
basis of taxation were scientifi- 
cally revised downward. More- 
over the effect of the present 
method of this taxation !s to in- 
crease the cost of interest on 
productive enterprise and to in- 
crease the burden of rent. It Its 
altogether likely that such re- 
duction would so encouage and 
stimulate investment that it 
would firmly estabilsh our 
country in the economic leader- 
ship of the world.

| Internal Development 


Should Go On. 


Meantime our internal develop- 
ment should go on. Provision 
should be made for flood con- 
of such rivers as the Mis- 
sissippi and the Colorado, and 
for the opening up of our inland 
waterways to commerce. Con- 
sideration is due to the project 
of better navigation from the 
Great Lakés to the Gulf. Every 
effort is being made to promote 
an agreement with Canada to 
build the St. Lawrence waterway. 
There are pending before the 
Congress bills for further devel- 
opment of the Mississipp! basin, 
for the taking over of the Cape 
Cod Canal in accordance with 
a moral obligation which seems 
to have been incurred during the 
war, and for the improvement 
of harbors on both the Pacific 
and the Atlantic coasts. While 
this last ghould be divested of 
some of {ts projects and we must 
proceed slowly, these bills in gen- 
eral have my approval. Such 
works are productive of wealth 
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and in ge long run tend to a re- 
duction oF gbe tax burden. 


For Self-Sustaining Policy 
of Reclamation. 


Our country has a well-defined 
policy of reclamation established 
under statutory authority. This 
policy should be continued and 
made a self-sustaining activity 
administered in a manner that 
will meet local requirements and 
bring our arid lands into a profit 
able state of cultivation as fast as 
there is a market for their prod- 
ucts. Legislation is pending based 
on the report of the Fact Find- 
ing Commission for the proper 
relief of those needing extension 
of time in which to meet their 
payments on irrigated land, and 
for additional amendments and 
reforms of our reclamation laws, 
which are all exceedingly impor- 
tant and should be enacted at 
once. 


| Agriculture “Must Take 


Chances With Business.”’ 


No more tmportant develop- 
ment has taken place in the last 
year than the beginning of a 
restoration of agriculture to a 
prosperous condition. We must 
permit no division of classes in 
this country, with one occupation 
striving to secure advantage over 
another. Each must proceed un- 
der open opportunities and with 
a fair prospect of economic 
equality. The Government can 
not successfully insure prosper- 
ity or fix prices by legislative 
fiat. Every business has its risk 
and its times of depression. It is 
well known that in the long run 
there will be a more even pros- 
perity and a more satisfactory 
range of prices under the natural 
working out of economic laws 
than when the Government un- 
dertakes the artificial support of 
markets and industries. Still we 
can s0 order our affairs, so pro- 
tect our own people from foreign 
competition, so arrange our na- 
tional finances, so administer our 
monetary system, so provide for 
the extension of credits, so im- 
prove methods distribution, 
as to provide a better working 
machinery for the transaction of 
the business of the nation with 
the possible friction and 
loss. The Government has been 
constantly increasing its efforts 
in these directions for the relief 
and permanent establishment of 
agriculture on a sound and equa! 
basis with other business. 

It fs estimated that the value 
of the crops for this harvest 
year may $13 000,000,000, 
which is increase over 
$3.000,000,000 in three years. It 
compares with $7.100,000.000 in

This has 
been a normal and natural ap- 
plication of economic laws, 
which has placed agriculture on 
a foundation which is undeniably 
eound and beginning to be sat- 
isfactory. 

A decrease in the world sup- 
piy of wheat has resulted in a 
very large increase in the price 
of that commodity. The posi- 
tion of all agricultural products 
indicates a better-balanced sup- 
ply, but we can not yet con- 
clude that agriculture is recov- 
ered from the effects of the war 
period or that it is permanently 
on @ prosperous basis. The cat- 
tle industry has not yet recov- 
ered and in some sections has 
been suffering from dry weather. 
Every effort must be made, both 
by Government activity and by 
private agencies, to restore and 
maintain agriculture to a com- 
plete normal relationship with 
other industries. j 

It was on account of past ide- 
pression, and in spite of present 
more encouraging conditions, 
that I have assembled an agri- 
cultural conference made up of 
those who are representative of 
this great industry in both its op- 
erating and economic sides. Fv- 
eryone knows that the great need 
of the farmer is market: The 
country is not suffering on the 
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cost and diversification. 
many allied subjects. It is ex- 
ceedingly intricate, for our do- 
mestic and foreign trade, trans- 
portation and banking, and in 
fact our entire economic system, 
are closely related to it. In 
time for action at thts ses- 
sion, I hope to report to the 
Congress such legislative reme- 
dies as the conference may rec- 
ommend. An appropriation 
should be made to defray their 
necessary expenses. 


“Private Operation of 
Muscle Shoals Better.” 


The production of nitrogen for 
plant food in peace and explo- 
sives in war is more and more 


course, 


important. It is one of the chief 
sustaining elements of life. It is 
estimated that soil exhaustion 
each year is represented by 
about 9,000,000 tons and replen- 
ishment by 5,450,000 tons. The 
deficit of 8,550,000 tons is re- 
ported to represent the impair- 
ment of 118,000,000 acres -:of 
farm lands each year. 

To meet these necessities the 
Government has been developing 
a water power project at Muscle 
Shoals to be equipped to pro- 
duce nitrogen for explosivos and 
fertilizer. It is my opinion that 
the support of agriculture is the 
chief problem to consider in 
connection with this property. 
It could by no means supply 
the present needs for nitrogen, 
but it would help and its devel- 
opment would encourage bring- 
ing other water powers into like 
use, 

Several offers have been made 
for the purchase of this prop- 
erty. Probably none of them 
represents final terms. Much 
costly experimentation is nec- 
essary to produce commercial 
nitrogen. For that reason it is 
a field better suited to private 
enterprise than to Government 
operation. I should favor a 
sale of this property, or long- 
time lease, under rigid guaran- 
ties of commercial nitrogen pro- 
duction at reasonable prices for 
agricultural use. There would 
be a surplus of power for many 
years over any possibility of its 
application to a developing 
manufacture of nitrogen. It 
may be found advantageous to 
dispose of the right to surplus 
power separately with such 
reservations as will allow its 
gradual withdrawal and appil- 
cation to nitrogen manufacture. 
A dubcommittee of the Commit- 
tees on Agriculture should in- 
vestigate this field and negotiate 
with prospective purchasers. If 
no advantageous offer be made, 
the development should continue 
and the plant should be dedicat- 
ed primarily to the production 
of materials for the fertilization 
of the soll. 


For Encouragement of 
Railroad Consolidation. 


The railways during the past 
year have made. still further 
progress in recuperation from the 
war, with large gains in effi- 
clency and ability expeditiously 
to handle the traffic pf the coun- 
try. We have now passed through 
several periods of pkak traffic 
without the car shortages which 
so f@equently in the past have 
brought havoc to our agriculture 
and industries. The condition of

to service, but it will afford econ- 
omy in operation, greater stabil- 
itv in railway earnings, and more 
economical! financing. It opens 
large possibilities of better equal- 
ization of rates between different 
classes of traffic so as to relieve 
undue burdens upon agricultural] 
products and raw materials gen- 
erally, which are now not pos- 
sible without ruin to smal! units 
owing to the lack of diversity of 
traffic. It would also tend to 
equalize earnings in such fashion 
as to reduce the importance of 
section 15A. at which criticism, 
often misapplied, has been direct- 
ed. A smaller of units 
would offer less difficulties i:

Would Work Out Problems 
Step by Step. 


The consolidations need to be 
carried out with due regard to 
public interest and to the rights 
and established life of various 
communities {in our country. It 
does not seem to me necessary 
that we endeavor to anticipate 
any final plan or adhere to any 
artificial and unchangeable pro- 
ject which shal! stipulate a fixed 
number of systems, but rather 
we ought to approachthe problem 
with such a latitude of action 
that it can be worked out step 
by step in accordance with a 
comprehensive consideration of 
publie interest. pation the 


Consequently

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number of ultimate systems shal! 
be more or less seems to me can 
only be determined by time and 
actual experience in the develop- 
ment of such consolidations. 

Those portions of the present 
law contemplating consolida- 
tions are not sufficiently effec- 
tive in producing expeditious 
action and need amplification of 
the authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, particu- 
larly in affording a period for 
voluntary proposals to the com- 
mission and in supplying Govy- 
ernment preSsure to secure ac- 
tion after the explration of such 
a period. 

There are other proposals be- 
fore Congress for amending the 
transportation acts. One of these 
contemplates a revision of the 
method of valuation for rate- 
making purposes to be followed 
by a renewed valuation of the 
railways. The valuationg insti- 
tuted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission 10 years ago 
have not yet been completed. 
They have cost the Government 
an enormous sum, and they have 
imposed great expenditure upon 
the railways, most of which has 
in effect come out of the public 
in increased rates. This work 
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layed is justice refused. Unless 
the Court be given power by 
preliminary and summary con- 
sideratioa to determine the im- 
portance of cases, and by dispos- 
ing of those which are not of 
public moment reserve its time 
for the more extended considera- 
tion of the remainder, the con- 
Eestion of the docket is likely to 
increase. It is also desirable that 
the Supreme Court should have 
power to improve and reform 
procedure in sults at law in the 
Federal courts through the adop- 
tion of appropriate rules. The 
Judiciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate has reported favorably upon 
two bills providing for these re- 
forms which should have the 
immediate favorable considera- 
tion of the Congress. 

I further recommend that pro- 
vision be made for the appoint- 
ment of a commission, to consist 
of two or three members of tet 
Federal judiciary and as many 
members of the bar, to examine 
the present criminal code of pro- 
cedure and recommend to the 
Congress measures which may 
reform and expedite court pro- 
cedure in the administration and 
enforcement of our criminal 
laws.

erations because of labor 4dis- 
putes. If these elements are 
not comprehended in proposed 
legislation, !t would be better to 
gain further experience with the 
organization for deal- 
ing with these questions before 
undertaking a change.

Negroes Working Out 

Their Own Destiny. 

These developments have 
brought about a very remarkable 
improvement in the condition of 
the negro race. Gradually, but 
surely, with the almost universal 
sympathy of those among whom 
they live, the colored people are 
working out thelr own destiny. I 
firmly belleve that it ts better for 
all concerned that they should 
be cheerfully accorded their full 
constitutional rights, that they 
should be protected from all of 
those impositions to which, from 
their position, they naturally fall 
@ prey, especially from the crime 
of lynching, and that they should 
receive every encouragement to 
become full partakers in all the 
blessings of our common Amer- 
ican citizenship. 


Would Put Dry Agents 
Under Civil Service. 


The merit system has liong 
been recognized as the correct 
basis for employment in our 
civil service. I believe that first, 
second and third class postmas- 
ters, and without covering in the 
present membership the field 
force of prohibition esgforcement, 
should be brought within the 
classified service by statute law. 
Otherwise the executive order of 
one administration is changed by 
the executive order of another 
administration, and little real 
progress is made. Whatever its 
defects, the merit system is cer- 
tainly to be preferred to the 
spolls systern. 


Reorganization Vital as 
Companion to Budget. 


One way to save public money 
would be to pass the pending bill 
for the reorganization of the va- 
rious departments. This project 
has been pending for some time, 
and has had the most careful 
consideration of experts and the 
thorough study of a special con- 
gressional committee. This leg- 
islation is vital as a companion 
piece to the budget law. Legal 
authority for a thorough reor- 
ganization of the Federal struc- 
ture with some latitude of action 

- to the executive in the rearrange- 
ment of secondary functions 
would make for continuing econ- 
omy in the shift of Government 
activities which must follow ev- 
ery change in a developing coun- 
try. Beyond this many of the 
independent agencies of the Gov- 
ernment must be placed under 
responsible Cabinet officials, if 
we are to have safeguards of ef- 
ficiency, economy and probity. 


Need of the Army 
and Navy. 


Little has developed in rela- 
tlon to our national defense 
which needs special attention. 
Progress is constantly being 
made in air navigation and re- 
quires encouragement and de- 
velopment. Army aviators have 
made a successful trip around 
the world, for which I recom- 
mend suitable recognition 
through provisions for promo- 
tion, compensation, and retire- 
ment. Under the direction of 
the Navy a new Zeppelin has 
been successfully brought from 
Europe across the Atlantic to 
our own country 

Due to the efficient supervision 
of the Secretary of War. the 
Army of the United States has 
been organized with a smal! body 
of regulars and a moderate Na- 
tonal Guard and reserve. The 
defense test of Sept. 12 demon- 
strated the efficiency of the op- 
erating plans. These methods 
and operations are well worthy 
of congressional support. 

Under the limitation of arma- 
ments treaty a large saving in 
outlay and a considerable de- 
erease {n maintenance of the 
Navy has been accomplished. We 
should maintain the policy of 
constantly working toward the 
full strength of the Navy. Care- 
ful investigation is being made 
in this department of the rela- 
ive importance of aircraft, sur- 
face and #ubmarine vessels, 
order that we may not fall to 
take advantage of all modern 
improvements for our nationa! 
defense. A especial commission 
also is investigating the prob- 
lem of petroleum of] for the 
Navy, considering the best policy 
to insure the future supply of 
fuel of] and prevent the threat- 
ened drainage of naval oi] re- 
serves. Legislative action is re- 
quired to carry on experiments 
in oll shale reduction, as large 
deposits of this type have been 
set aside for the use of theNavy. 


We have been constantly be- ( 


in , 


sought to engage in competitive 
armaments. Frequent reports 
will reach us of the magnitude 
of the military equipment of 
other nations. We shall do wel! 
to be Ittle impressed by such re- 
ports or such actions. Any na- 
tion undertaking to maintain a 
military establishment with ag- 
gressive and imperialistic designs 
will find itself severely handi- 
capped in the economic develop- 
ment of the world, I believe 
thoroughly in the Army and Na- 


vy, in adequate defense and prep- 


aration. But I am opposed to 
any policy of competition in 
building and maintaining land or 
sea armaments. 


Armed Forces as 


a Peace Guarantee Only. 


Our country has definitely re- 
linquished the old standard of 
dealing with other countries by 
terror and force, and !s definite- 


ly committed to the new standard 


of dealing with them through 
friendship and understanding. 
This new policy should be con- 
stantly kept in mind by the guid- 
ing forces of the Army and Navy, 
by the Congress and by the coun- 
try at large. I belleve it holds 
a promise of great benefit to 
humanity. Y shall resist any at- 
tempt to resort to the old meth- 
ods and the old standards. I am 
especially solicitous that foreign 
nations should comprehend the 
candor and sincerity with wijch 
we have adopted this position. 
While we propose to maintain 
defensive and supplementary po- 
lice forces by land and sea, and 
to train them through inspec- 
tions and maneuvers upon ap- 
propriate occasions In order to 
maintain their efficiency, I wish 
every other nation to understand 
that this does not express any un- 
friendliness or convey any hos- 
tile intent. I want the armed 
forces of America to be consid- 
ered by all peoples not as ene- 
mies but as friends, as the con- 
tribution which ts made by this 
country for the maintenance of 
the peace and security of the 
world.

of Administration. 

With the authorization for 
general hospitalization of the 
veterans of all wars provided 
during the ‘present year, the 
care and treatment of those 
who have served their country 
in time of peri! and the attitude 
of the Government § toward 
them is not now s0 much one of 
needed legislation as oné of 
careful, generous and humane 
administration. It will ever be 
recognized that their welfare is 
of the first concern and always 
entitled to the most solicitous 
consideration on the part of 
their fellow citizens. They are 
organized in various associa- 
tions, of which the chief and 
most representative is the 
American Legian. Through i! 
officers the legion will present 
to the Congress numerous sub- 
gestions for legislation. They 
cover such a wide variety of 
subjects that it is impossible to 
discuss them within the scope of
